SHARP, who will, la a 
short time, be exchang- 
ing Canada for Cali- 
fornia, has been an Offi- 
cer over twenty-six years, nearly 
twenty-five of which have been spent 
In the Canadian Territory. He was 
born In a little village near Cupar, in 
BcoUand, In 1861, and 28 years later 
was born Into the Kingdom of God. 
When The Army opened fire In Cupar 
John Sharp became a soldier, then 
Candidate for the Work. After two 
years' soldiership he* was promoted to 
the rank of a Lieutenant and sent to 
open up Tayport, a small village on 
the coast of Fife, near his own home. 
A great soul-saving work took place, 
and many of these converts are now 
to the fore. Following Tayport came 
a term In the Clapton Training 
Home. 

After the Training Home came the 
command of Wldness Corps, having 
as his IJeutenant our comrade who 
Is now Lleut.-Col. Howell of the Im- 
migration and Transportation Depart- 
ment. 

Under the direction of Captain 
Sharp and Lieut. Howell The Army 
made good progress In Wldneas. Then 
came Sandbeach, where lie was left 
alone to face a famine, an a big 
olii'ne <tu iiitrn on niiU ii uti been tor 
some time, unil the ppopte were liter- 
ally starving. He. however, went In 
to visit the poor and relieve their 
dlBlresa. and point them to Him Who 
never failed in supplying ti 10 needs 
of those who trust and obey Him. 
Three times lie had his farewell or- 
der h from this [ilaoe. Imt was heM by 
public petition. About three hundred 
were saved hero, and the difference 
was very marked, aa on doing into 
this place he had to strap on the 
drum and tie Hie flag to the dm™, 
and shouting he went out Itv the 
Btrength or the Ixird, for hie sluginit 
wus not of Kreat eonatMiuenoe In 
those days. This may be an encour- 
agement to thoRP who ffpl that they 
are of no use for the want of greater 
q<T^llf(oatlati?, r.uch as ii!a?'>r»S on In- 
struments and being ab!e to sing like 
nightingales, The opcnalra when ha 
left tills place would total from sev- 
enty-five to one hundred every night. 

Liverpool V. was his next com- 
mand, and a good work for God was 
accomplished In that quarter of this 
great city.

A Great Fish Eater. 

Worlt amongst the Lapps Is carried 
On by our Officers from Norway, 
Sweden, and Finland. During a Jour- 
ney or our leaders hi the letter coun- 
try of 3H0 miles by sledge, tbelr 
driver through Hie forests was a In- 
lander, who had been converted In 
their Meetings a year aso. On the 
way a herd of ten thousand reindeer 
was passed, co Mint there la evidently 
no \>rim\)'>ct of any lessening of the 
need for our work amongst these scat- 
tered people, whose existence depends 
entirely on their birds. Four Swed- 
ish OifU.-tu* .ue aw ujiun entirely to 
-work amonuHt the Wandering sort of 
Jji|»;jh who have only liorda of 50 to 
20ft reindeer generally. 

They are a penile somewhat sim- 
ilar, to the KyiiKi'^s In their content- 
ment with a rougii tent-life, and little 
accustomed to Intercourse with 
strangers, eo that our Comrades 
found their visits very much dreaded 
at first, They could only steer tbelr 
way over hill and dale to the people's 
teutB hy the smoke, and when near 
the visitor wjulti be surrounded by 
fin assemblage of savage dogs. But 
at last a sort of centre was found 
from which to set out, and by walking 
about twenty-five miles per day the 
Officer wag able to get to a number 
of tents. During each of his first 
eleven years amongst, them Adjutant 
Lander walked 2,310 miles, travelled 
1,000 miles by train, 200 by boats, 
and 167 with ponies, Many a time 
be would «at astray In foR or snow- 
storm, and have to He wit, and for 
seven or eight weeks at a time bo 
Would utjvei due a coin . 

He found It trying at first to get 
accustomed to the people's food, con- 
sisting almost exclusively of reindeer 
flesh or flab, wtmn bread Hint |w*ln- 
toes are rare luxuries. The reindeer 
flesh la cut into small pieces, and 
coffee Is poured over It on the plates. 

Upon ono occasion, wlieii he hud 
been without food for two days, the 
Officer got Into a tent -where a man 
was preparing to eat some large fish. 
The Officer sat and watched him con- 
sume one after another, always ©k- 
peeling to be offered a share. But 
It was not till the man bad finished 
Bis fish that It occurred to hltu to 
ask whether his guest also had any 
appetite. Our Officer gradually made 
himself known amongst th® people, 
and then fonnfi them nseat geaerena.

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A_ Striking Account of a Visit to the flavajos of New Mexico.

HE WIDE WORLD eon 
tains a very instructive 
article on I he Navajo In- 
dians of New Mexico. 
The author spent n. fort 
night In th Navajo reservation, and 
after describing the circumstances 
that led to the expedition, and the 
e tart r nays: 

At this stage of the proceedings 
two or three Indians usually rode up, 
and checking their ponies a few paces 
away looked curiously on. Sometimes 
they cantered off iu a few miuutes, 
but oftenor tbey dismounted, rolled a 
cigarette, lit it at our fire, and stood 
leisurely amoklutr Types of a race 
that haa often bean beaten but never 
enslaved, they formed a picture which 
we always enjoyed looking at, We 
made if a rule to offer them a share 
of our ttfeal, which was generally ac- 
cepted with dignity, but never beggel 
for In the matter of eating we soon 
discovered that these Indians had 
very decided vievn. Our, canned sar- 
dines, for instance, they would bare 
none of. This, w» were Informed by 
Red, who discuesed the subject at 
some length with one of them, was 
because they believed that fish would 
co.mo to life In the Btdmach and swim 
there/ In the great discomfort of tbe 
stomach's owner. Once, to our sur- 
prise, a stripling who visited uo at 
our camp bb we were at supper de. 
cllned emphatically a tasty plate of 

" ^hin-dee," he observed, laconically, 
with a dissatisfied glance al our flro. 

Now, we had been proud of that 
particular firo, having been fortunate 
in feecurlns some especially fine, dry 
rtlerfis of timber from the charred re* 
■mains tit an old hut, find they had 
■ mads a good had of embers— a result 
impossible from the scrnps of nage* 
brush and groascwood knots upon 
Which we had often to depend. As 
the Navajo moved away, Red ez> 
plained; . 

"t'knew he -wouldn't eat antyhlnj? 
cooked with that. wood. You see, 
when h Navajo dies, his folks set fire 
to his hogan (hut) and all his belong- 
ing; because they think thero's devils 
In them; and they won't use the char- 
red wootf to cook with for fear the 
fle'Tils' will get Into the grub, and so 
Into themselves, -That's' what that 
■&Wffl*ant when bo said- "ChMea"— 
-.At siueh as to eey: ''No devJJs ,1b 
ifattp," He trnew the, wend wa*' frbia 
>,flebd flsea'e liotsfli" ." . 
•'' Tie gem of the Navajo eonatry fa 
the Ceayea fie Cbtlly— a name, by the 
way, wblea dees not rhym® with 



Nellie, as one would naturally sup* 
pose, but Is pronounced Mexican- 
wise— dc Chay. 

Entering Irfwlth our team at Chin 
Lee, we left the workaday world be- 
hind us, and found ourselves In a 
land of enchantment. The floor of 
I he canyon Is flat and sandy, and it 
winds Its sinuous course mile after 
mile between walls of perpendicular, 
flat-fared rock hundreds of feet high. 
— sometimes so narrow as to shut out 
the sun, at other places widening out 
Into sunlit roves and wild-grass mea- 
dows, where clustered reeds rustled 
In the breeze and wild-flowers bloom- 
ed. A trlrk'lng stream of sweet water 
cut a shallow channel in the sand, 
when we were there, but often In the 
year it io dry. Even then, however, 
water is readily obtainable by scoop- 
ing out shallow wells a foot or two 
(leejj in the sand, which soon accumu- 
lale a supply for both bora* an<! man. 

The canyon fs a favourite home of 
the Navajos. whose hogans are set 
slnpty here and there along the base 
of the towering cliffs wherever there 
is land suitable for the raising of 
their small crops of corn, beans, and 
melons, In these situations, too, the 
peach flourishes, and many thrifty 
orchards are to be found dating from 
the days of the Spanish conquista- 
dor ca, who introduced.the seed. The 

luscious pinkY-whItfl fnllt wan tunr 

ripe at the time of our visit, furnish- 
ing to Navajos old and young one of 
the memorable feasts of the year. 
Agriculture, however, la a side Issue 
with these Indians, who are, aoov« 
all a pastoral people, and tbelr can- 
yon Is musical with the bleating ef 
flocks of sheep and goats, shepherded 
by old men and boys, It la a Joyous 
life, that of the Navajo shepherds, 
and often we heard *helr wild songs 
echoing back from the cliffs— aa ef- 
fect as thrilling as unexpected to us 
who had been brought up In the no- 
tion that the Indian is by nature taci- 
turn and morose. It is from the wool 
of the Indian sheep that the famous 
Navajo blankets are woven, and & 
familiar scene of the canyon Iifo la 
tbe primitive outdoor loom set up 
under some tree, where the weaver 
works In her designs a little at a 
time In the intervals of ber other lab- 
ours, her children laughing and romp- 
ing around her, 

The cllff-dwelllngs of the Navajo 
country are a story In themselves. 
Perched high up in clefts and hollows 
of tbe stupendous cliffs, those of tho 
Canyon de Chelly look down aa mys- 
teriously as the Sphinx upon this 
happy life -of to-day. Strange, inex- 
plicable plctographs upon them record 
the thoughts of some prehistoric 
Herodotus or Homer— curious birds 
and animals, Imprints of outspread 
human hands, flute-players In pro- 
cession, and numerous repetitions of 
an attenuated human figure flattened 
nut like a Jumplng-Jack, with legs 
apart and uplifted fists— "that little 
feller with the dumb-bells," as Red. 
who was greatly fascinated by It, 
called this relic of prehistoric art. 
Some of the cliff-houses are acces- 
sible from the canyon floor by clanj-
